The Senate has already pass- 
ed a general federal aid to 
education bill which includes 
only the public schools. The 
new NDEA is‘the Senate’s ges- 
ture toward the Roman Catholic 
Bishops as a compromise mea- 
sure for their demand for paro- 
chial schools to be included in 
federal aid to education. 


The three administration edu- |: 


cation bills (Higher Education, 
General Education and NDEA) 
were killed in the House of 
Representatives by the rules 
committee which has voted to 
table their consideration for 
this session of Congress. How- 
ever, indications are that at- 
tempts will be made to revive 
the education bills in the house, 
probably by introducing a new 
and amended “impacted areas” 
bill. Some action is anticipated 
before Congress adjourns. 

The new NDEA bills in both 
houses of Congress would pro- 
vide $375 million over a period 
of three years in loans for paro- 
chial schools to build facilities 
to teach science, mathematics, 
foreign languages and physical 
fitness. The loans would be 
for 40 years at approximately 
3 1/8 per cent interest.

Why? Because it has 2% mill- 
ion of the state’s 7% million 
people. The southern third of 
Michigan is densely populated.

their: steel. Larg: chemical 
manufacturers are located 
along Detroit River, said to 
be one of world’s busiest water- 
ways. I saw aS many as a 
dozen ore boats in one short 
run along the waterfront. 

When the recession hits, or a 
strike is called, people are out 
of work. 

Most members of Southern 
Baptist churches in Michigan 
come from the hourly wage 
group of workers. The reces- 
sions and strikes hit them first. 
A few pack up and return 
South, since many cati Tennes- 
see or Kentucky “home.” They 
stay South till it’s all over. 


Exception Seen 

To be sure, John Baker,

| This is the exception, . al- 
though more and more profes- 
sional men are joining South- 
ern Baptist churches in the 
state. 

When workers are laid off, 
church contributions can go 
| down, down, down. The dead- 
| lines for bond payoffs roll 
' around relentlessly. Churches 
face. a financial crisis. 

The third economic force is 
the urge to do greater things. 
Churches and the state conven- 
tion would like to have larger 
budgets to sponsor more 
missions, to step’ up Coopera- 
tive : Program donations to 
worldwide Baptist missionary 
objectives. 

However, the pressure of the 
bond payments causes many 
to curtail Cooperative Program 
income. 

One state Baptist leader told 
me, “there isn’t any pat am- 
swer to the problem, but we do 
hate to cut Cooperative Pro- 
gram income. Even thovch we 
are a pioneer area, whe.’ our 
convention is committed to es- 
tablishing new churches, we 
do not feel justified in cutting 
the Cooperative Program. 

“Churches issue large 
amounts of bonds, hoping to 
be able to pay them off. Not 
unlike the family which ob- 
tains new appliances hoping to 
meet monthly installments. Let 
sickness come to the family, 
or a recession to the members 
of the churches and the margin 
of money is wiped out. 

Think In Big Terms 

“Churches will stay more 
healthy if they play a strong

What would you do in Mid- 
land, Mich., one of America’s 
moneyed small towns? Home 
of the mammoth Dow Chemi- 
cal Corp.. (Saran Wrap, Dow- 
gard), Midland is probably one 
of the outstanding cities in the 
country in church design. 


Rich donors enabled the Me- 
morial Presbyterian Church to 
interweave gold in its drapes. 
First Methodist Church, of 
modern architecture, has a lily 
pool just outside the righthand, 
floor-to-ceiling windows of the 
auditorium. It, as other Mid- 
land churches, is newly-built 
(1949). 

The Lutheran Church is five- 
sided, A viewer. from the. air 
may call it star-shaped. The 
preacher has folks on five sides 
of him in the prortfged sanc- 
tuary. 

The Episcopal Church is also 
of modern design. Even the 
Church of God falls into the 
same pattern. Its uniqueness . 
is in its divided chancel, if 
that term fits. The pulpit 
on the right balances the bap- 
tistry' on the left of the altar 
where new converts are im- 
mersed. 

In building their 20th century 
dream church, should the 
struggling congregation of 
Southern Baptists in Midland 
think in small terms if they 
wish to become a leading spir- 
itual force in the community? 

Michigan Baptists aren’t giv- 
ing up, not in the face of some 
surveys showing 60 per cent of 
‘the state unchurched. They 
have tightened their belts -for 
trying days ahead, yes. But 
‘they are going forward to win 
the northherner as well as the 
transplanted southerner (many 
such Baptists are ‘‘under- 
ground” as far as church af- 
filiation). 

There are 17,000 Southern 
Baptists now; the goal is for 





25,000 in 1964. 

A pastor like Hubert O. 
Keefer of First Baptist Church, 
St. Clair Shores, uses his per- 
sonal background to reach 
both groups. 

As the Apostle Paul, he is 
all things to all men, that by 
all means he might win some. 
To the northerner and western- 
er, he is a native of Washing- 
ton, D. C. 

To the southerner, his moth- 
‘er came from. Alabama. To 
the southwesterner, he is a 
graduate of Baylor University. 

Robert, Wilson of Clio, Mich., 
attended Southern Baptist The- 
ological Seminary, Louisville. 
He returned to Clio in the face 
pf a community census which 
showed no Baptist prospects. 
(In his. boyhood days, he at- 
tended the nearest Baptist 
church, eight miles from Clio.) 

Knocking on` doors looking 
for the unchurched, Wilson cul- 
tivated a Southern Baptist 
-Church in Clio while his family , 
sometimes forewent new cloth- 
es.so Wilson would not have 
to take secular employment. 

. Now Wilson is area mission- 
ary for the upper two-thirds of 
Michigan, including the arm 
stretching out above the Mack- 
inaw Straits.

` Churches not support the Cooperative Program 
because the con#ention has asked it, but because they be- 
lieve that throggh it they can carry out the missionary 
commands of out Lord Jesus Christ. Every church is under 
orders to be migsionary. Should a church stop its whole 
mission program, or the support of mission boards and 
other agencies $f has shared in establishing, because one 
or more of the agencies supported do things with which it 


is displeased? 

Would a father quit supporting his whole family be- 
cause one child; was disobedient or delinquent? Would 
he make his wifp and all of the other children suffer be- 
cause one child was unruly? Would he even disinherit or 
cease to support the delinquent child, without first seeking 
to save him? feel that the answer to all of these ques-

{i The Christian Attitude 

Should not Christian churches have the same attitude? 
Certainly some $f our institutions, agencies, committees or 
boards, may sometimes make mistakes, or do things which 
some churches @pnsider are mistakes. We are a very large 
denomination it would be surprising indeed if we all 
saw everything like. Moreover, these agencies are direct- 
ed by human gs, and sometimes human beings do err. 
However, if migfakes are made, should not the agency be 
given opportunity to make correction or explain its action? 


We are just ås concerned as any other Baptist that our 
whole Southern ‘Baptist program shall be scriptually and 
doctrinally sound. If that which is false or unture to Christ 
appears in our program anywhere, we shall be among the 
very first to oppose it, and if the condition continues, to 
urge drastic actjon to correct it. 

We do not ‘believe, however, that even a denomina- 
tional child shotild be starved to death or destroyed, be- 
cause-someone believes he has erred. Neither do we br- 
lieve that the Whole denominational family should be 
denied sup [because one child has made what some 
feel is a mistake. Furthermore, we do not believe-that a 

t to cease its mission giving oy be- 
‘some missionary agency has erred. 
1| A Better Solution 

What, thenjran be done? This, we believe, is a better 
solution. Let ugicontinue to support the program, so that 
God’s work may go on. At the same time let us make 
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to us. 
Christian men and women from all areas 
of the Conventjon direct and control the activities and 
program of every Convention agency. They are anxious 
that the work of these agencies be conducted in a manner 
acceptable to God and to the churches which support 
them. They are’most ready to listen to criticisms and com- 
plaints of those who are supporting the work, and to make 
corrections when they are convinced. that they have erred 
or acted unwisely. The Southern Baptist Convention pro- 
gram is under the control of the churches, and the will of 
the majority wijl prevail. We have watched the Conven- 
tion program for a long time; and have never seen this 
rule fail. i 

It is our siń¢ere conviction that this is the best means 
for correcting aiid disciplining our work. If this plan fails, 
and those directing our work should refuse to listen, then 
there will be time to consider other measures. 

We would fn that churches will be very slow about 




















taking any action which would tend to hurt or destroy 
any phase of our work, without first striving diligently to 
save that work; We believe that this wculd be Christ’s 
way, and that if/is the better way.

“PASTOR BLABS”’ 


QUESTION: Our pastor is a 
good man and preaches excel- 
lent. sermons. But if anyone 
confides in him for helpful ad- 
vice on marital or any other 
problem he blabs it all over 
thé community. He sets ‘him- 
self up as 
judge and lets 
everyb o d y 
know what 
he thinks. 
Telling hima 
secret is just 
like publishing 
it in the paper. 
I thought our 
colleges and 
Seminaries taught preachers. to 
keep confidences and not to 
judge people they counsel. 

ANSWER: They do, but it 
does not take on some. 

With more people turning to 
ministers everyday with their 
problems; your letter shocks 
me. I can tell you, though, 
that most of the pastors I know 
keep the things that are told 
them entirely confidential. Peo- 
ple turn to them because they 
are in a trusted role. 

Sometimes in a first inter- 
view I say to a _ counselee, 
“You know that what you. tell 
me will never go out of this 
room.” The usual reply is, “Of 
course, that is why I came to 
you. I know ministers, like 





priests and physicians, are 
trained to keep secrets.” 
If my pastor blabbed, I 


yw ouldn’t tell him the time of 
day. 

The next time your church 
calls a pastor, suggest to the 
pulpit committee that they 
find out whether the prospec- 
tive pastor has a listening ear 
and a secretive heart. Most 
good pastors won’t even tell 
their wives what they hear in 
counseling, for fear they will 
get in the habit of telling.

Hope To Prevent Recurrence 

White went on to explain, 
“Steps have been taken to help 
prevent the re-occurence of this 
kind of error.” 

Dr. A. Hamilton Reid, in 
commenting on the statement 
from the seminary, said: “I 
think the Resolution in 
which they express regrets for 
the offense caused by the re-- 
cent visit of Rev. Martin Lu- 
ther King to the campus. will 
do much to relieve the resent- 
ment toward that seminary in 
many churches in Alabama. 

Dr. Reid, who serves as Ex- 
ecutive Secretary for the Bap- 
tist State Executive Board, 
pointed out, “Dr. King began 
his crusade in Alabama, and 
the people of this state feel 
that they are quite well-ac- 
quainted with his motives and 
methods.” 

He concluded by saying, 
“This statement by the trus- 
tees and Dr. McCall express» 
ing regrets and assuring them 
that such an incident will not 
recur on that campus will, I 
think, satisfy our people.” 

Reaves Appeals 


Prior to the issuance of the 
seminary resolution, Dr. How- 
ard M. Reaves, president of 
the Alabama State Convention, 
made a personal appeal to Ala- 
bama Baptist churches. Dr. 
Reaves, pastor of the First 
church in Mobile, said, ‘In 
view of the action taken by 
some Baptist churches in Ala- 
bama to withhold funds from 
the Southern seminary because 
Dr. Martin Luther King ap- 
peared as guest speaker 
I appeal to other Baptist 
churches not to withhold funds 
from the seminary for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 1) The with- 
holding of funds from the sem- 
inary is an extreme punitive 
action which should not be tak- 
en unless and until it has be- 
come indisputably clear that 
the seminary has adopted a 
policy and embarked upon a 
program which violates the 
convictions and beliefs of in- 
dividuals and churches, and 
that it will not reconsider such 
a program, and that it is de- 
termined to proceed with this 
program no matter what it 
cost; 2) The withholding of 
funds from the seminary is the 
equivalent of voting to kill the 
seminary; 3) Churches should 





: be slow to take action in with- 


holding funds from any par- 
ticular agency or institution 
which they sponsor for the ad- 
ditional reason that such ac- 
tion may seriously weaken the 
Cooperative Program and thus 
endanger the entire education> 
al, evangelistic, and mission- 
ary program of our — 
tion.” 

Dr. Reaves concluded by ap- 
pealing to Alabama Baptists to 
take the matter to God in pray- 
er, and to refrain from taking 
punitive action against the 
seminary.

Appeals being made to Bap- 
tist churches in the United 
States by three Americans im- 
prisoned in Guatemala City, 
Guatemala, are not worthy of 
any charitable consideration, 
says Dr. Frank K. Means, sec- 
retary for Latin America for 
the Foreign Mission Board. 

Dr. Means’s statement fol- 
lows investigation of the men 
by the American consul and 
Southern Baptist missionaries 
in Guatemala City. They. were 
found to be imprisioned for 
fraud. There seems to be evi- 
dence, Dr. Méans says, that the 
men have set out to raise a 
huge sum of money, by means 
of this scheme of bombarding 
churches. The appeals have 
been set forth in a letter, cop- 
ies of which have been for- 
warded to the Foreign Mission 
Board. 

“People who have compas- 
sionate hearts could be inclined 
to respond'to such appeals,” 
Dr. Means says, “and many 
have written either to our. mis- 
sionaries or the American em- 
bassy in Gudatemala City.”

Even in 
homes of children >or. grand- 
children who love them, they 
say, “Even my children are 
always busy, with ho time for 
me, and friends seldom come 
in to see me.” 


One model old woman wrote 
me some years from Texas,
